"Dear Friends, | am happy to inform you that a 
Portuguese ATTAC platform has just been 
constituted. After several assemblies held in July 
and September, the existence of the movement 
was announced at a press conference on 
September 23rd. The director of the Portuguese 
edition of the French newspaper, Le Monde 
Diplomatique, was present, as were the President 
of the union of journalists, the secretary-general 
of the federation of teachers' unions FENPROF, 
the directors of AMPECS, an association of small 
businesses, of ABRIL, a cultural association, and 
of the Movement of catholic students. Right now 
our objective is to mobilise efforts round a 
common project, and publicize the salient aspects 
of the movement. Soon a new assembly will be 
held, with the object of discussing organisational 
questions and planning a conference for 
November, Meanwhile, the Portuguese platform is 
ready to participate in the international network 
of ATTAC."

An appeal has 
been launched in Norway, via the mailing list in 
Norwegian, to rally support for the programme 
and possible actions of the Finnish government 
with regard to the Tobin Tax. A declaration of 
support, bearing the collected Norwegian 
signatures, will be transmitted to the Finnish 
government."

The leadership of the nurses' unions and the 
government are engaged in an elaborate game of 
brinkmanship at the expense of the nurses and of 
the whole public service. 


Irish citizens seem to have an extraordinary level 
of forbearance and one would have thought that it 
was in the interest of the establishment to keep it 
that way, which is why recent developments have 
been so perplexing. 


By all accounts, the Irish economy is doing well, 
indeed very well. The economic and Social 
Research Institute published its mid-term review 
last week and, while it predicts a slow-down in 
growth from the dizzy levels of the past five years, 
it still predicts a growth rate of GNP of about 5% a 
year over the next five years. 


In this context, ¡it would have seemed reasonable 
to pay some attention to the dismal state of our 
public services and to redress some of its glaring 
shortcomings, in particular in the field of health. 


Under the leadership of their unions, the nurses 
fought for and went as far as the Labour Court to 
obtain some improvement in their pay. It seems 
that not all issues were resolved and the nurses' 
unions decided to pursue further claims, without 
however putting the nurses' case clearly to the 
public, thereby depriving them of possible 
support. 


We were immediately treated to the most 
sickening display of well-rehearsed righteous 
indignation on the part of government and 
employers: the nurses were breaking partnership 
agreements, they were greedy claim-j¡umpers who 
could not be indulged in their extravagant 
demands. 


Such arrogant and provocative statements goaded 
the nurses: 95% of them voted for strike action, 
although their trade unions seemed to have made 
no contingency plans for strike funds. 


The press then started an insidious campaign, 
highlighting the obvious danger to patients' lives 
but also the fact that, if the nurses got what they 
wanted, every other public service union would 
want equivalent increases. Of course the nurses 
should be facilitated, they were a special case but 
that would have to mean breaking relativities with 
other groups. The nurses were fighting on two 
fronts, the argument went: against their 
employers and against their colleagues in other 
sectors. 


That was the meanest blow. lt drove the nurses 
into a corner, with the prospect of fighting their 
battle alone and penniless. 


The latest news is that the government has 
softened its stance and the unions are preparing 
for talks. 


The government posturing was obviously meant 
as a message to other groups of workers not to 
expect generous pay increases, and the choice of 
target was clever. 


We are all aware of how inefficient the public 
health service is at the moment and we know that 
it only creaks along because of the efforts of the 
caring staff. If the nurses can not get what they 
are looking for, no other group of public sector 
employees will. 


Of course, some of us do not need the public 
health service. We know that health is expensive 
and, unselfishly, we are relieving the pressure on 
the system by opting for private health care. We 
shall never lie dying on a trolley, obstructing busy 
hospital corridors as some feckless, undeserving 
poor do. Even if the nurses' strike were to go 
ahead, we should be all right!

The World is not a Commodity 


In the face of the pretensions of the World Trade 
Organisation (WTO), join the demonstration on 
November 27th. 


The WTO Ministerial conference that will take 
place in Seattle (USA) will have a major impact on 
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peoples, citizens and employees, and even on the 
future of our planet. 


Since its creation in 1995, the WTO has managed 
to escape all democratic control. It has no elective 
legitimacy for making decisions in the place of 
peoples, nations and states. lt has continually 
refused to take into consideration any of the social 
aspects of trade: employment, rights, standards, 
technological knowledge, training... lt gives no 
greater importance to the protection of the 
environment and natural habitats. lt campaigns 
for further reducing restrictions on trade and for 
establishing financialisation and social 
deregulation as the norm. 


The Seattle Round aims at speeding up the whole 
process and making it irreversible. lts agenda 
covers issues as essential as agriculture, health, 
education, food, energy and the biosphere. In all 
these areas of human activity, both professional 
and social, the rules of competition, of dumping, 
would be universalised, the "monopoly" enjoyed 
by the public service domain would be 
condemned. In addition, each country would be 
treated in the same way, without taking into 
consideration its economic, social and cultural 
specificity. 


It would purely and simply be the law of the 
strongest, and the ways around it would soon 
disappear. 


For the WTO plans to institutionalise a system of 
sanctions with no possibility for appeal or return, 
forcing each country to conform to the lowest 
social, ecological and economic standards on all 
markets. Any  protective measures, whether 
ecological, nutritional or for solidarity, would be 
considered "technical obstacles to commerce", Any 
public services would be considered obstacles to 
competition. All would be sanctioned by financial 
measures of retaliation. 


In this system, Europe's refusal to import 
hormone-fed beef would be sanctioned via French 
Roquefort cheese; asbestos, currently forbidden 
for health reasons, could again be marketed 
freely; electricity could be provided via private 
networks; education would have to open its doors 
without restriction to any competitive bid. 


The holding of the WTO Millennium Cycle marks 
the beginning of a more aggressive phase of 
financial globalisation, as attest the recent mega- 
mergers in banking, commerce and industry and 
their consequences on employment. Increased 


tenfold, this move for centralisation would 
accentuate social inequalities - disastrous for the 
peoples of the Northern Hemisphere, ¡it would be 
catastrophic for those in the South. 


This race for making everything in the world a 
commodity must be stopped. To financial 
globalisation, we oppose a different concept of 
international trade, based on  solidarity, co- 
operation and fair trade. Instead of social 
dumping, we choose sustainable development, 
centred on the respect for work, and the 
protection of employment and social and 
democratic rights for all peoples. 


For these reasons we, the undersigned, call upon 
all citizens, employees, political organisations, 
unions and associations to organise together a 
Day of Action and Demonstration in France on 
Saturday, November 27th, two days before the 
conference opens in Seattle. 


This Day of Action will enable the voice of public 
opinion to be heard and will entreat French and 
European authorities to respond to the following 
demands: 


- the refusal of all negotiations which would 
extend the WTO's powers and areas of 
competence; 

- an assessment, with full public participation, of 
the current state of the WTO, and of its rules and 
practises since its creation; 

- WTO subordination to international charters such 
as the Universal Declaration of Human Rights and 
to international conventions relating to social, 
health, and environmental issues; 

- WTO compliance with the concept of public 
service in essential sectors such as water, health, 
education, culture, audio-visual media, 
communication services, transport, housing and 
energy; 

- systematic WTO compliance with the principle of 
taking precautionary measures in all matters 
concerning ecology, public safety and food; 

- the banning of genetic patenting on plants, 
animals, micro-organisms and, even more 
important, the banning of the production and 
distribution of genetically modified organisms.

FORESTS ON THE CHOPPING BLOCK: THE GLOBAL 
FREE LOGGING AGREEMENT 


One of the most contentious agreements on the 
table in Seattle is the Global Free Logging 
Agreement being spearheaded by the Clinton 
Administration. The Global Free  Logging 
Agreement threatens forests in two ways: (1) the 
rapid elimination of tariffs on all wood products 
without putting the necessary environmental 
protections in place will increase consumption and 
unsustainable logging. (2) the discussion of the 
elimination of non-tariff measures uses the power 
of the WTO to threaten existing forest protection 
laws. Vital laws to protect forests from invasive 
species, green procurement laws such as recycled 
content, eco-labeling and "smart wood" laws, and 
bans on the export of raw logs and wood chips are 
all considered barriers to the WTOs free trade 
regime.

Just as the Zapatistas rose 
up on the day NAFTA was implemented, it is 
appropriate to organize a Day of Action on the day 
trade ministers are negotiating NAFTA expansion.

No to the WTO, No New Round - Turn 
Around 


Statement of Southern and East African popular 
organisations, Harare 6 - 8 October 1999 


Popular organisations of civil society from 
Southern and East African countries met in 
Harare, Zimbabwe from 6 - 8 October 1999 to 
analyse the ¡impact of the World Trade 
Organisation (WTO) on our regions and to develop 
common strategies in the context of the coming 
Seattle Ministerial Meeting of the WTO. Our 
delegations come from South Africa, Swaziland, 
Namibia, Zimbabwe, Mozambique, Mauritius 
Uganda, Kenya and Ghana. 


We observed that since the launch of the WTO in 
1994 there has been, as a result of economic 
liberalisation and privatisation in the South, a 
process of deindustrialisation, destruction of social 
services leading to huge job losses and mass 
impoverishment of our people. The WTO has 
facilitated the further concentration of wealth and 
power in the hands of a few transnational 
corporations and finance capital based in the 
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highly industrialised countries of the North and 
tiny elites in the South. 


The WTO is illegitimate because it serves as an 
instrument for the acceleration of globalisation in 
the interests of capital and represents a new form 
of colonisation. We must put a halt to this. In this 
context our people are faced with the challenge of 
launching a new struggle for "independence" 
based on alternative values and development 
strategies. This requires the development of a new 
emancipatory project based on people to people 
solidarity and  co-operation. Relevant and 
democratic international and regional institutions 
must emerge that promote this alternative. 


At the WTO Seattle meeting a few countries in the 
North propose to initiate a new round, the so- 
called "Millennium Round". They want to establish 
a series of new "agreements" on investment, 
government procurement, competition policy and 
accelerated tariff reduction to ensure that they are 
able to gain even greater control over our 
resources and markets as well as the further 
exploitation of our people. 


The "Millennium Round" represents a great danger 
to the future of our region and the people of 
Africa. We are united in the belief that the Seattle 
WTO meeting should not agree to the opening of a 
NEW ROUND. It ¡is not an inevitability. Instead we 
echo the call made by more than 1300 civil society 
organisations internationally to say "NO NEW 
ROUND, TURN AROUND", 


We call on the people of our region and our social 
movements, the trade unions, women's youth 
movements, civic and religious organisations, 
consumer groups and others to mobilise against 
the WTO and the new "Millennium Round”. This 
campaign must be part of the on-going struggles 
against úunemployment, poverty and social 
inequality. 


We call on our heads of states: 

To firmly say no to the proposed Millennium 
Round; 

To use their voting rights in the WTO to block any 
new issues coming on to the WTO agenda; 

To ensure a thorough review and transformation 
of the existing WTO agreements; 


We resolve to: 
Raise awareness of citizens on the damaging 


effects of the policies of the WTO, IMF and the 
World Bank; 


Mobilise our people and our organisations in Africa 
in a day of action on the 17 November against the 
WTO and a new "Millennium Round"; 


Send a strong delegation to Seattle to be part of 
the global mass campaign to stop the new round 
and to ensure that our governments resist the 
pressure for further economic liberalisation; 


Develop further co-operation between popular 
organisations in the Southern African region as 
part of our efforts to oppose the neoliberal assault 
and promote alternative strategies.

Appeal of African Women 


Appeal of African Women and Women's 
Organisations to Heads of African States 


We, African women's organisations and African 
women call on you, as an African Head of State to 
oppose conditionalities in the African Growth and 
Opportunities Act (AGOA) being debated in the US 
Senate. 


We note with concern that all trade and aid from 
the US will be conditional to the US President 
granting a "certificate of eligibility for trade and 
aid". The US President can use waivers to cut ear- 
marked aid instantly, thus causing African States 
to become servile to US foreign policy. This means 
that whilst African governments are elected on the 
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basis of a program, once  elected, our 
governments are bound to the US President's 
program for Africa in order to qualify for trade and 
aid from the US. This, in effect, constitutes a new 
form of colonisation of African States. 


We are also deeply concerned that this Act, if 
passed, will mean that African States will have to: 
Ensure protection of "intellectual property rights" 
(Section 2(3) which includes the private 
ownership, often by US companies, of African 
seeds and animal genetic material through patents 
under WTO Trade Related Intellectual Property 
agreements; 


Give guarantees to the private sector that their 
property will not be "expropriated" (Section 2(4), 
Reduce government budget expenditure on social 
services and infrastructure, referred to in AGOA as 
controlling government "consumption" (Section 2 
(5). 


Reduce corporate taxes (Section 2(5) We 
underline that corporate taxes are an instrument 
used by the State to take from the rich to re- 
distribute to women, and the poor through using it 
to finance social programmes in government 
budgets; 


Guarantee foreign businessmen (including US 
business) the same treatment as national 
investors (Section 2 (6); 

"“Encourage" the selling off of our collective 
property through privatisation of public-owned 
enterprises (Section 2 (9), 


Remove State control on investment (referred to 
as "restrictions on investment" in the Act) even 
though this removal of control may be detrimental 
to African women and peoples' rights (Section 2 
(10); 


Strictly comply with obligations to the |MF, the 
WTO in order to be "eligible" for US trade and aid 
(Section 4), 


These conditionalities will have a drastic impact on 
African women's lives. Human rights for African 
women depends on African States ensuring 
universal access to basic economic and social 
services, to public infrastructure, access to land, 
to protection of our collective agricultural heritage 
and control of seeds on the one hand and animal 
genetic material on the other, to the right to 
secure employment and to the right to a living 
wage. 


We, as African women, have for many years now 
opposed the conditionalities of institutions such as 
the International Monetary Fund, the World Bank, 
and the World Trade Organisation. Structural 
Adjustment Programmes (SAP's) and crippling 
debt for African States as from the 1970s and 
1980s have taught women of Africa just how 
devastating the  conditionalities now being 
imposed by the US for trade and aid can be. These 
very policies have hurled masses of African 
people, and women in particular into poverty, and 
exposed women to the crudest form of inequality 
and oppression. Such policies convert economic 
and social rights simply into commodities to be 
bought and sold on the market. 


We emphasize that: 

women have less nutritious food than men when 
food is not available and affordable, 

women have limited or no access at all to 
education when it is not free, 

women have no right to health, including 
reproductive health, when there are no free and 
public healthcare services, 

women are dispossessed of land when land that 
was public-owned and was part of collective 
property, is privatised, 

women are dispossessed of seeds when seeds are 
made private property through patents under 
WTO Trade Related 

Intellectual Property agreements. 


We bring to your attention that the African Charter 
on Human and Peoples' Rights states that "the 
satistaction of economic, social and cultural rights 
is a guarantee for the enjoyment of civil and 
political rights". We further stress that the United 
Nations Economic, Social and Cultural Covenant 
specifies that States have a responsibility to 
ensure that its citizens have a right to basic food, 
education, health, employment, housing, potable 
water 


We therefore call on you, as Head of State, to: 


1. Immediately start opposing the US African 
Growth and Opportunities Act at national, regional 
and international level, 

2. Initiate, together with other African States, a 
common statement
